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SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

The  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Danhury  delegate  to  fne 
nienil)ers  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  r.  serious,  exactin'^-  an  I 
time-consunn'ng  responsil)ility.  This  will  be  understood  readi- 
Iv  hv  those  who  take  the  time  to  review  the  details  of  th'.s 
Annual  Report.  We  ask  you  to  keej)  in  mind  this  fact  to 
offset  somewhat  the  usual  round  of  complaints  wh'ch  re  ich 
our  office.  The  Boanl  has  endeavored  to  approach  a.ll  its 
decisions  and  actions  in  the  best  interests  of  our  town^- 
l^eople  and  out-of-town  projierty  owners. 

At  the  request  of  the  March  10.  1970  Annual  Mcetin;; 
this  report  contains  a  listing — a  Valuation  Statement — of 
acreage  and  both  land  and  building  assessments  U]X)n  v.h'ch 
were  leased  the  tax  bills  due  December  1,  1970. 

(  )ur  largest  budget  item,  school  costs,  increases  each 
vear  because  of  inflationary  increases  across  the  board  in 
about  everything  purchased  for  school  administration.  .Mso, 
inflation  has  influenced  the  cost  of  conducting  Town  gov- 
ernment. Last  vear  there  was  considerable  loss  of  revenue 
due  to  exemptions  on  assessments  granted  the  elderly  ( 70 
}ears  and  over),  who  applied  under  the  new  State  lavv.  In 
view  of  the  aforesaid,  and  des])ite  your  Board's  desire 
to  ojjerate  on  an  austeritv  budget,  it  was  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  tax  rate  bv  oOc,  to  $3.90,  and  the  buildings  as- 
sessment factor  by  5%,  from  857c  to  907'".  These  we-;c  ir.cd- 
est  increases,  in  comi)arison  with  tliose  in  numernu-  su;- 
rounding  towns. 

Piccause  of  jiast  delin(|uencies.  and  to  assure  more 
l)ronipt  i)a}'iuent  of  the  timber  cut  tax  due  from   nnn-resi- 


dent  lumber  operators,  the  l>oard  inaugurated  the  policy  of 
requiring  them  to  pay  an  estimated  timber  cut  tax  when 
cuttings  begin.  These  advance  payments  help  on  the  current 
budget  requirements,  thus  reducing;  the  amount  of  bank  bor- 
rowing in  anticipation  (.t  taxes.  '      ■ 

Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  maintenance  of 
our  roads,  summer  and  winter.  Following  culvert  and 
bridge  inspection  by  the  Road  Agent  and  Board  members, 
and  where  hazards  appeared,  new  culverts  were  installed 
and  bridges  repaired.  Two  wooden  bridges  were  replaced 
with  4'  culverts  and  a  third  bridge  was  repaired  and 
strengthened  and  a  concrete  slab  installed.  The  road  crew 
spent  considerable  time  last  summer  using  TRA  mone}- 
(Duncan  Fund)  widening  and  resurfacing  added  sections 
of  Lake  Waukeena  Road,  Frazier  Smith  Road  and  in  re- 
locating a  short  stretch  of  the  Danbury  Inn  Road. 

The  new^  police  cruiser  and  the  new  bucket  loader  and 
backhoe  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Constable  and  the  Road 
Agent,  in  their  respectiA'c  departments. 

In  co-operation  with  the  New  Hampshire  State  Water 
and  Pollution  Control  Commission,  the  Board  has  made  a 
special  effort  to  inform  all  contractors  and  developers  of  the 
laws  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  installation  of  sewage 
layouts.  The  Board  will  not  tolerate  any  violations  of  the 
controls  established  by  tl^e  Commission.  In  fact,  the  Board 
is  duty-bound  to  be  alert  to  violations  and  to  report  them 
to  the  AA'ater  and  Pollution  Control  Conmiission. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  re-activated  and  duly 
sW'Orn    into    office   bv   the    Town    Clerk.    Several    meetings 


have  been  lield  and  a  Ijrief  report  it  included  in  this  An- 
nual Report.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Planning-  l-Joard  mem- 
bers b'elieve  it  to  be  urgent  that  the  Town  act,  without 
further  delay,  to  set  up  some  needed  regulations  and  con- 
trols over  land  use,  pa'ticularly  in  view  of  out-of-town  de- 
velopers coming  in  whose  interest  here  may  be  more  with 
financial  gain  to  themselves  than  concern  for  environment 
quaiitv  and  the  best  interests  of  townspeople.  We  use  the 
word  regulations  advisedly,  for  we  have  no  intention  of  ad- 
vocating zon'uig  for  our  town  which,  definitely,  is  not  needed 
at  this  stage  of  our  tov/n's  development.  However,  we  ad- 
vocate some  essential  subdivision  regulations  in  line  with 
some  of  the  wise  action  taken  by  many  New  Hampshire 
towns.  On  this  matter,  there  is  an  article  in  the  Warrant 
and  the  Boartl  of  Selectmen  reccjmmends  its  adoption. 

Seeking  to  give  sountl  advice  in  service  to  our  towns- 
people, Hoard  members  welcome  constructive  suggestions 
and  criticisms.  Feel  free  to  direct  your  ideas  to  us.  We  ap- 
preciate your  confidence  in  us  and  co-operation  with  us.

Durins:  this  past  year,  our  townspeople  have  shown  a 
great  deal  of  co-operation  in  the  prevention  of  fires.  Ovir 
thanks  go  out  for  a  job  well  done,  for  here  we  are  at  the 
close  of  1970  and  happy  to  report  another  year  without  a 
major  forest  fire.  For  this,  we  thank  everyone  of  you  for 
your  co-operation. 

102  permits  were  issued  during  1970,  being  an  increase 
over  last  year  which  shows  people  respect  fires,  and  should. 
Incinerator  permits  were  down  this  year  indicating,  perhaps, 
that  citizens  are  not  aware  of  the  fact  they  are  required  to 
l^rocure  a  permit.  Everyone  should  understand  the  State 
laws  governing  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of 
these  laws  follows. 

Pirc  Penults 
A  fire  permit  is  required  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This 
includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning  (Sitch 
buDiiiig  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  he  prior  to  9:00  A.M. 
and  after  5:00  P.M.).  ' 

Exceptions 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  \\  arden.  The  \\'arden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a 
hazardous  area.  Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or 
])icnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  pur- 
pose.

As  the  Town  of  Danl:)ury  representatives  servint;-  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  we  are  most  pleased  to  report  a  very  suc- 
cessful first  year  of  the  functioning-  of  the  Association. 
On  the  Board  of  Directors,  Mrs.  Sarno  is  chairman  of  the 
Personnel  Committee  and  Mr.  Seaward  is  chairman  of  the 
Medical  Advisory  Committee  and  both  serve  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  Association. 

The  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse  Association  made  726 
home  visits  in  its  first  six  months  of  operation.  Mrs.  Lois 
Spearman,  R.N.,  \isiting  nurse,  traveled  5,996  miles  be- 
tween Julv  1  and  Januar}-  1  to  provide  nursing  services 
for  residents  in  the  six  towns  served  by  the  Association. 
Home  visits  in  Danbury  numbered  123.

Health  guidance  and  tea- 
ching, and  reinforcement  of  i>hysician's  instructions  to 
the  patient  are  also  part  of  the  nursing  service. 

Miss  ^larie  Merrill.  RPT.  is  phvsical  therapist  for 
the  Association. 

The  visiting  nurse  is  in  her  ofBce  at  New  London 
Hospital  between  8:00  a.m.  and  9:00  a.m.,  Mondays  thru 
Fridays,  to  accept  requests  for  house  calls.  Residents  of 
Danbury  are  urged  to  call  her  at  526-4077  for  information 
or  for  service. 

Mrs.  Spearman  has  attended  several  conferences,  in- 
cluding one  on  Foot  Care  and  another  on  Birth  Defects. 
The  Association  plans  to  hold  pre-school  immunization 
clinics  in  the  Spring. 
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During  the  six  months  of  o.peration.  Danbury  contri- 
buted 9.4%  of  the  total  money  contributed  by  participat- 
ing- to^vns  and  received  16.9%  of  the  service  rendered. 
A\-liich  indicates  that  we  are  getting-  more  than  our  share 
of  nursing  ser\ices. 

That  the  Kearsarge  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is 
rendering  indispensable  health  services  to  the  participat- 
ing towns  is  shown  by  its  record  of  visiting  nurse  ser- 
vices. As  its  scope  of  service  is  e.xtended  it  will  become 
increasingly  an  asset  in  health  services  rendered  the  par- 
ticipating communities.  The  pre-school  immunization 
clinics  for  children  will  be  oiie  example  of  the  extended 
service.
